“We are here facing a question of 
public interest,” he said in a dispatch 
today to Argentine Foreign Minister 
Gallardo, “‘constituted by whether eco- 
nomic principles shall be the basis of 
Pan-Americanism, which, so far as 1 
am concerned, I consider as of the 
greatest importance for the republics, 
and as regards which your excellency is 
not of the same opinion. I am there- 
fore obliged to insist upon the accept- 
ance of my resignation for the same 
reason which led me to present it.”

In the telegram containing his orig- 
inal resignation, Dr. Pueyrredon ex-

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Shadowers of Oil Jury 


Burns’ Men Hired, He Tells Senators, to Obtain “Square 
Deal” for Sinclair, Who Feared Enemies Might Ap- 
proach Members; Trailed Himself, Charge. 


(Associated Press.) 
Testifying freely Henry Mason Day, 
confidential associate of Harry F, Sin- 
Clair, yesterday declared that he hired 
Burns detectives to shadow the Fall- 


Sinclair oi] trial jurors in order that 
Sinclair might get a “square deal,” and 
his enemies be prevented from ap- 
proaching the members of the panel. 

Taking the stand in the criminal 
contempt proceedings against Sinclair, 
William J. Burns, himself; and two 
others. Day said the employment of 
the detectives was merely to learn who 
approached the jurors. Day's counsel 
said the witness and Sinclair had been 
shadowed constantly before the oll 
trial and that Day would so testify if 
permitted to answer, but Government 
objection prevented. 

Day, vice president of the Sinclair 
Exploration Co., said Sinclair's mail had 
been opened and that for two weeks 
prior to the oll trial the wealthy oil 
operator had received threatening let- 
ters. 

In less than a week, Day said, Sin- 
clair became convinced that the sur- 
veillance of the jury could not prevent 
them being approached, because the 
detectives “lost their subjects” so fre- 
quently. Sinclair then ordered all the 


detectives dismissed, but Day per- 
suaded him to retain a few to “eover’ 
three jurors of whom he was not ccr- 
tain, 

Day described the employment of 
Burns detectives and said it was done 
at Sinclair’s direction. The oll man, 
he said, was greatly disappointed be- 
cause the oil jury was not locked up. 

Justice Siddons inquired if Day 
knew whether Siaclair’s counsel had 
advised him to employ detectives. Day 
did not know. 

Justice Siddons pressed Day for par- 
ticulars as to just how much of the 
jury shadowing reports and what part 
of the shadowing activities were dis- 
cussed with Sinclair. The witness re- 
plied that only a few of the reports 
were called to Sinclair’s attention. 

Questioned about investigating a 
mortgage on a juror’s home, Day said 
he investigated that because he feared 
“some of Sinclair’s enemies would pay 
it off and I wanted to catch them at 
it ”? 


Justice Siddons asked Day if he were 
convinced that a detective’s report that 
a juror had conferred with a Govern- 
ment employe, was true, if he didn’t 
think it should have been reported to 
the Court. Day replied that he never 
had the “concrete evidence” in his 
handy.

Kansas ‘City Feb. 16 (AP. ).—The 
farewell tour of Eddie Foy, veteran 
etage star, ended in death here today 
As he had wished, Mr. Foy died before 
age had forced hin? from the footlights. 

The 7i-year-old actor appeared at the 
Orpheum Theater last night in his 
‘playlet, “The Fallen Star.” A heart at- 
tack seized him when he awoke in his 
‘hotel room this morning and within a 
little more than an hour he was dead 
After lying in state at an undertaking 
parlor, arrangements were made to send 
the body tonight to NeW Rochelle, N. Y., 
for burial. 

News of the passing of Mr. Foy, who 
had been on the stage for more than 
half a century, brought words of con- 
dolence from theatrical stars through- 
out the country. 


“A great actor,” “the greatest clown” 
and “lovable character” were terms used 
in describing the veteran. 

Mrs. Foy, who was the actor’s fourth 
wife, was with him at death. The Rev. 
John Hennessey administered the last 
rites of the Catholic Church. 

Six of the seven Foy childrea, who 
were scheduled to open a vaudeville 
engagement at Madison, Wis., today, 
were notified, and will join the funeral 
party at Chicago. The eldest son was 
in California. 

Mr. Foy had been subject to heart at- 
tacks for several months, but his con- 
dition was not regarded as_ serious 
After his performance last night he 
complained of having eaten something 
that did not agree with him. 

He confided in a friend Tuesday night 
that he did not believe he would be 
able to finish out the season. But on 
other occasions here he told newspa- 
per men that he had no intention of 
retiring. ; 

“Quit the stage? Who? Me?” he 
demanded of the interviewers, “Shay 
I'll fall over into the orchestra pit 
firsht,” he declared in characteristic 
fashion, speaking out of one corner of 
his mouth.

The 
flames shot out over the heads of the 
audience and into the gallery and in 
& moment a wild stampede tee exits 
was under way with the hoarse shouts 
of men and the screams of women and 
children mingling with the crackling 
of the flames. - 

Foy, the comedian, rushed to the 
front of the stage with the flames roar- 
ing above his head. As burning embers 
fell about him he pleaded with the 
audience not to give way to ic. 
The comedian, in his tights, smock 
and wig, stood, a grotesque figure, amid 
the blazing scenery and his appearance 
apparently arrested for a moment the 
mad scramble for doors. He urged the 
orchestra to play and eight girls on the 
Stage at his direction went on with a 
dance. Those on the stage, directed by 
Foy, continued to try to attract the at- 
tention of those hurrying for doors 
until the curtain was lowered, but be- 
fore this could be done the flames had 
shot into the audience, killing hun- 
dreds by suffocation, burning and 
trampling. 

When the fire started Foy entrusted 
his son, 6 years old, to the care of a 
stage hand, and when he at last left 
the stage he rushed from the stage 
door, uncertain whether the lad had 
been carried to safety. He found the 
boy safe with the stage hand. 


Half Century on Stage. 


A benefit performance for the Chi- 
cage Newsboys’ Home, in which he did 
a clog dance, was Eddie Foy‘s stepping 
stone to the professional stage. Once 
there he continued to entertain Amer- 
ican audiences for more than 50 years 
and thus made a record which few 
stage folks have ever equaled. 

For several years Foy continued to 
do his dancing in what might nowadays 
be termed cabarets. In 1876 he had an 
engagement with Cosmopolitan Vanities 
in Chicago and two years later, paired 
with a partner named Thompson, 
toured the Central West in blackface 
sketches, songs and acrobatic dances. 
After a season with Emerson's minstrels 
he returned to the variety circuit un- 
til 1884. 

Mr. Foy’s reputation as a versatile 
performer and comedian led to his en- 
gagement for a part in the Kelly and 
Mason company playing “‘The Tigers,”’ 
with which he toured the country 
For nearly 30 years thereafter he was 
in the casts .of some of the most suc- 
eessful comedy productions, in many 
~f which he was Dilled as the star 
Among these were “Jack-in-the-Box,” 
“Over the Garden Wall,” “Ali Baba,” 
“Sinbad, the Sailor,” “Cinderella,” 
“Bluebeard,” “Off the Earth,” “Robin- 
son Crusoe,” “The Strange Adventures 
of Miss Brown,” and “Topsy Turvy,” 
which had a run of 150 nights at the 
Herald Square Theater, New York. 


Vaudevillian in Later Years. 


Some of the later successes in which 
Mr. Foy played leading parts were “The 
Strollers,” “Piff, Paff, Pouf,” “The Earl 
and the Girl,” “The Orchid,” “Up and 
Down Broadway,” “Mr. Hamlet, of 
Broadway,” “Over the River,” and 
“Slumwhere in New York.” 

During the latter years of his career 
Mr. Foy devoted himself almost ex- 
clusively to the vaudeville circuits. He 
appeared for several seasons with his 
seven children, Billed as “Eddie Foy 
and the Little Foys,.” 

Eddie Foy, whose real name was Ed- 
win Fitzgerald, was born in New York 
March 9, 1857, the son of Richard ind 
Ellen Hennessy Fitzgerald. He was 
thrice a widower, having married iose 
Howland in 1879, Lola Sefton in 1886 
and Madeline Morando in 1895. The 
first two were actresses and the third 
a famous danseuse from Italy. She 
was the mother of his seven children 
who had appeared on the stage with 
him. In January, 1923, Mr. Foy mar- 
ricd as his fourth wife Mrs. Marie 
Combs, whose home was at Sedalia, 

oO. 


Volunteering a reason for his mar- 
riage, Mr. Foy said: “I don’t intend to 
be alone in my old age. I see my chil- 
dren growing up and drawing away 
from me. I love children and I’m going 
to raise another family. I want a home 
with little ones in it. I'll make my 
friend Dr. Coue proud of me.”

Economy in Distribution Also 
Cited as Industrial Need 
by Julius Klein. 


ADDRESSES MEETING 
OF 400 EXECUTIVES 


W, J. Donovan Opposes Laws 
to Permit Organization 
of Monopolies. 


Economy in distribution and full ex- 
ploitation of foreign markets are two 
factors which ought to contribute sub- 
stantially more than they do toward 
Dr. 
Julius Klein, director of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce, told 
the conference of 400 executives of the 
chemical trades meeting at the United 
States Chamber of Commerce yesterday. 
Rapidly increasing appreciation of the 
significance of our foreign markets its 
noted by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Dr. Klein said, but 
the matter of better domestic distri- 
bution is still evidently in need of much 
further analysis and exploitation. 

Dr. Klein was optimistic in regard 
to reports of growing unemployment ia 
the United States. He said that it ‘s 
well known that improvement in pro- 
duction methods of any industry ulti- 
mately ~ebound to the benefit of the 
general well-being, including employ- 
ment, of the whol: community, but ir 
the course of the re-“fustment so .e 
temporary hardships may be expert- 
enced, ‘From information at hand, Dr 
Klein said, it is evident that the net 
increase of employment in distribution 
and service functions, which are the 
direct and immediate outcome of great- 
er production, has more than taken up 
the slack created by any curtaillments 
in manufacturing pay rolls. 


Result of Monopoly Overlooked. 


Assistant Attorney General William 
J. Donovan in an address before the 
conference declared that those who are 
urging amendments to the antitrust 
laws so as to permit combinations in 
industry resulting in a monopoly over- 
look the inevitable result which would 
be more government in business. The 
people of this country would not per- 
mit monopolistic power to go unregu- 
lated, and if industry is permitted to 
attain that extent of combination 
which results in elimination of com- 
petition, thy people of the country, for 
their own protection, would insist that 
there should be greater governmental 
supervision and control, he said. 

Those who, because of fear of for- 
eign competition, grow panicky and 
urge what in effect is a surrender of 
the American principle of trade, ought 
to pause and consider whether or not 
there is not greater opportunity for 
more effective development of indus- 


try under our existing laws, Donovan 
sald. 


| 


“Protective Measures Meet Challenge. 


The protective measures enacted by 
Congress meet the challenge of foreign 
monopolies and cartels, he declared 
A foreign government may, of course, 
evolve a trade policy that.is directly 
opposed to our own, and if as a result 
there is established a governmentally 
controlled monopoly, we can not deny 
such monopoly the right to do busi- 
ness here, if it conforms with our laws, 
Donovan explained. But if a foriegn 
monopoly comes into the jurisdiction 
of the United States and attempts to 
perform acts which are forbidden un- 
der our law, it is Just as much subject 
to prosecution as it would be if the 
corporations and individuals involved 
ee creatures of our Government, he 
said. 

The Webb-Pomerene act gave Amer!- 
can producers the right to combine in 
export trade, and a bill expressly 
sanctioning collective purchasing. of 
raw materials tn foreign markets has 


been introduced in the form of an 
amendment to that act, Donovan 
pointed out. 

“It is quite clear, therefore, that 


Congress contemplates the enactment 
of constructive legislation not only to 
protect American industry from un- 
warranted attacks from abroad, but to 
enable American industry to have a 
fair opportunity of meeting foreign 
competition in neutral markets,” he 
sald. 
Leaders Attend Conference. 


Leading figures in the chemical 
industry of the country attended the 
conference, which was called to analyze 
the effect of existing world conditions 
on the American chemical trade. A. 
Cressy Morrison, of the Union Carbidex 
Co., of New York, chairman of the 
Department of Commerce chemical 
advisory committee, presided. 

Other speakers were: C. C. Concan- 
non, chief of the chemical division, 
Department of Commerce, who surveyed 
the present status of the industry; Ray 
M. Hudson, assistant director for com- 
mercial standards of the Bureau of 
Standards, who spoke on the signifi- 
cance of simplification in industry; 
T. W. Delahanty, assistant chief of the 
chemical division, Department of Com- 
merce, who discussed opportunities in 
export trade; Trade Commissioner WiIl- 
iam T. Daugherty, of Berlin, who 
discussed recent developments in the 
German chemical industry, and D. J. 
Reagan, assistant commercial attache 
at Paris, who described methods in 
the French industry. 

The conference was closed with a 
forum of the executives to discuss the 
services made avallable to industry by 
the Department of Commerce, and the 
ramifications of the information at 
hand at the department for the use of 
industry.

Early in the discussion 
Gonzalez Roa, of Mexico, introduced a 
resolution in which all aggressive war 
was declared illegal and providing that 
international disputes should be settled 
by pacific means. 

This proposal had the fullest support 
of Mr. Hughes, when ‘he spoke soon 
afterward. 

“The United States joins most heart- 
lly.”” he said, “in the declaration that 
there shall be no more war of aggres- 
sion in America. We must show that 
this hemisphere is dedicated to peace 
and seeks pacific solution of difficulties 

Turning to the concrete problem of | 
preventing the employment of violence 
Mr. Hughes proposed that the American | 
countries improve their mutual reia- | 
tions and avoid war by the establish- | 
ment of joint international commis- 
siohs patterned on the lines of the 
American-Canadian boundary commis- 
sion by the conclusion of pecuniary 
claims conventions as extensive in scope | 
as possible, and finally by establishing 
firmly the principle of arbitration for 
the settlement of international differ- 
ences. 

Arousing a further great ovation, Mr 
Hughes pledged “all the energy and 
strength I possess” to promote the 
pacific settlement of disputes. 

All means to that end, he continued, 
fell under three main headings—period- 
ical conferences or meetings for candid 
exchange of views on controversial sub- 
jects; measures of conciliation, namely, 
practical provisions whereby ‘reason 
may have play before force takes the 
field,” and judicial settlement, for | 
which definite institutions would be 
necessary, as reason and justice are not, 
as he expressed_it, ‘‘mere abstractions, 
to which we give verbal devotion.”

“Whereas the American nations must 
always be inspired by cooperative soli- 
darity to achieve justice and the general 
welfare;

Mr. Work’s Pointers | 
Contract Bridge 


N the previous article of this series 
we have discussed the requirements 
for original bids, and now wé come 
‘to bids by the opponents of the original 
bidder. 

At Contract there are many who, with 
moderately strong hands, always pass a 
suit-bid on the right, not realizing that 
failure to make a legitimate informatory 
double or a sound following bid merely 
hecause the first bid does not seem to 
be dangerous; withholds valuable in- 


formation from the partner. There mav 
be a game in the two hands and If a 
player pass as if he had not the strength 
for even a following bid. his partner 
may pass and the opponents make a 
partial score, There is a vast difference, 
particularly at Contract, between a 
game or partial score for your side, and 
a partial score for the otber;: and ti- 
midity about making following bids and 
informatory. doubles frequently causes 
this difference. . 


In the case of a one-bid by Dealer, a 
pass by Second Hand (showing lack of 
strength for a following bid or a double). 
@ pass or a jump by Third Hand, no 
fixed advice can be given upon the 
question then arising as to whether 
Feurth Hand should bid or pass when he 
holds moderate »ut not great strength 
In the case of. Third Hand's passing. 


Fcurth hand, knowing that the oppo- 
nents can not go game with their bid, 
and that a bid by him may let the 
Dealer’s side into another declaration 
with which they could go game, may 
consider a pass his soundest declaration. 
and by so doing may permit the oppo- 
nents to make a partial score and throw 
away @ game or at least a partial score 
for himself. 

When Fourth Hand is facing @ pass- 
ing partner as I have described, he must 
look upon his own hand as furnishing 
most of the strength of his side It is 
because Fourth Hand is bound to reckon 
on his own strength alone in the event 
of a pass by Second Hand after a one- 
bid by Dealer, that following bids with 
conventional strength are essential in 
Contract. That strength may be de- 
scribed as follows: Roughly speaking, & 
five-card suit and something better 
than one quick trick for a following 
bid of one over one of a Minor; but for 
all other following bids, including one 
Spade over one Heart, the full strength 
required for an initial one at Contract 
Informatory doubles should be made 
with the same strength as in Bridge.

THE FLOOD-CONTROL BILL. 


The House committee on flood control 
has reported out a bill drafted by its 
chairman, Mr. Reid, of Illinois, provid- 
ing for control of the Mississippi River. 
The bill authorizes the Government to 
assume the entire expense of flood con- 
trol, and creates a commission to take 
charge of the work, to consist of seven 
members, four of whom shall be engi- 
neers or scientists appointed by the 
President. The remaining three, pre- 
sumably, are to be members of the Corps 
of Engineers, U. S. A. Supervision of 
the work would be taken from the chief 
of engineers and placed in the commis- 
sion. No specific plan is outlined by the 
bill. The commission to be created would 
be at liberty to adopt the Jadwin plan in 
whole or in part. 

This bill meets the public demand that 


- the Nation shall take control of this un- 


dertaking and pay the entire cost of the 
work. Possibly the proposed commission 
should be larger, in order to provide rep- 
resentation for various necessary engi- 
neering specialties. But whether large or 
small, the commission should be com- 
posed of civilian as well as Army en- 
gineers, and harmony between them 
would be promoted if a business execu- 
tive of commanding ability were made 
chairman of the commission. 

.That the United States must under- 
take this gigantic work and pay for it 
is a foregone conclusion. The difficulties 
in the way of apportioning part of the 
cost to the lower Mississippi States are 
insuperable. No method can be found 
for justly apportioning their share of 
the cost. No State has the right to ex- 
pend money for enterprises outside of 
its boundaries. But beyond these diffi- 
culties arises the outstanding fact that 
the lower Mississippi States are not re- 
sponsible for the floods and should not be 
taxed extra to control them. The Mis- 
sissippi River is a national stream, drain- 
ing many States, and benefiting or dam- 
aging the American people, as the case 
may be, without regard to State lines. 
The: lower States have already taxed 
themselves for scores of millions for local 
protection, only to be overwhelmed last 


year as if they had not spent a dollar. 


They can not control the river. If the 
Nation is in duty bound to pay for any 
part of flood control work it is bound to 
pay for all of it. The river is not the 
property of any State or group of States. 
It is the property of the United States, 
and the owner is responsible for the dam- 
age done by.his property. 

Gen. Jadwin has evolved a plan for con- 
trolling the Mississippi. Some parts of 
his plan are feasible and doubtless wili be 
adopted. But he has not had time to 
make a survey complete enough to make 
it absolutely certain that his plan takes 
care of all the essential factors of the 
problem. His plan must be scrutinized 
and amplified by the best engineering 
apiiity at the command of the United 
States. In particular, the financial 
features of his plan must be revised if 
the work of controlling the Mississippi 
is to be finished in reasonable time. [If 


his plan to compel States and localities to 


pay part of the cost should be adopted, 
legal and other delays will prolong the 
yndertaking into the far future. 

* What the country wants is to see 
Uncle Sam take off his coat, roll up his 
‘sleeves, and build works to endure for 
all time, so that the Mississippi River 
shall never again inundate the valley. 
This is a job three times as difficult as 
the building of the Panama Canal, and 
it will cost at least twice as much. 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER PROSPECTS, 


“At this time last year, according to the 
Weather Bureau, there was already evidence 
‘that the Mississippi system would have high 
river stages due to incessant and, torrential 
rains and it became evident very early in the 
‘spring that disastrous flooding was certain. 
‘This year, however, the bureau is certain that 


there will be no repetition of the great flood. |

The rivers will rise, 


in the spring, and some areas may be partly 
flooded, but present indications are that there 
will be no “calamitous rising.” < 

One reason why comparatively little progress 
has been made toward effectively controlling 
the Mississippi River floods Hes in the fact 
that great floods like those of last spring are 
not annual occurrences. Floods rarely are/of 
‘such magnitude as to focus the eyes of the 
entire Nation upon them. It may be years 
before another genuine calamity befalls the 
valley. In the meantime, each succeeding 
spring with only normal flood water will serve 
further to intrench those opposed to national 
flood control, 

Even the comparatively minor annual 
floods, however, are of more than passing im- 
portance, since they lay waste large areas of 
crop and food producing land, render 
thousands of citizens homeless and cost the 
States and the Nation thousands of dollars in 
relief, rehabilitation and property loss. 


THE UTILITY INVESTIGATION, 


The turn in the long lane of Senate in- 
vestigations appears to have been reached. 
For a number of years the Senate hag in- 
dulged the passion of some of its members for 
investigation without restraint. Evidence of 
the need of an investigation was not required. 
A situation was finally reached in which it was 
considered neither clubby nor fashionable to 
Oppose any proposed investigation. Protests 
led to insinuations that the senator or senators 


.in opposition had something to hide. 


Under the development of such a complex 
as ‘this it was not easy to call a halt when the 
effort was made to investigate the “power 
trust.” Horrible pictures of iniquity were 
hinted at if the veil could only be drawn by 
the Senate inquisitors. Opponents of the in- 
vestigation were classed not only as enemies of 
the people, but the tools of the ‘most powerful 
lobby” ever assembled in Washingten. 

For once the cry of ‘‘wolf” failed to strike 
terror in the senatorial ranks. There was no 
objection to an investigation placed in the 
hands of the Federal Trade Commission. This 
did not suit the proponents of the inquiry. 
They insisted that the commission, although 
created by law for such purposes, was not fit 
to carry out the mission. The political bias 
of its members was assailed, while the very 
hint of any such motive among proponents of 
the senatorial investigation was considered an 
insult and an outrage. 

The purpose of those who wanted the 
“power trust” subjected to public scrutiny has 
been accomplished. The form alone has been 
changed, It remains to be seen whether the 
Federal Trade Commission is incapable of 
carrying out the assignment. The time to at- 
tack it, certaintly, is after it has failed, not 
before it has had any opportunity to show 
what it can do. 


AUTO SPEED TRIALS, 


One formidable rival for the world’s auto- 
mobile speed record, J. M. White’s 1,500- 
horsepower triplex racer, has been eliminated 
from the officially recognized competition now 
under way at Miami Beach on the ground 
that technically it does not conform to regula- 
tions of the American Automobile Association, 
Two entries remain, Frank Lockhart’s 400- 
horsepower American-built racer and Maléolm 
Campbell’s British-built airplane-motored. mys- 
tery machine, These machines are now being 
tuned up. Their drivers have until Wednesday 
to show their stuff. The mark toward which 
both are aiming is 203.7 miles an hour, es- 
tablished last year by Maj. H. O. D. Seagrave, 
of England. 

Public interest in this attempt to establish 
a new automobile speed record is not great. 
There is little reason for driving an automobile 
at speeds greater than 200 miles an hour and 
little of value to be gained through construc- 
tion and operation of the freak machines that 
are necessary for such speeds. The contest is 
expensive and dangerous. It should never 
have received official sanction. 

Rules of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion provide that automobiles competing for 
records must be equipped with a clutch, differ- 
ential or reverse gear. The White racer had 
none of these features, therefore it was barred. 
One supposes that the A. A. A. has included 
Such regulations in its rules so that it will 
have a measure with which to decide what is 
an automobile and what is not. Yet, at least 
one of the remaining entries, so far as the 
general public can see, can hardly be called 
an automobile, with its fins and rudder and 
rear radiator. Neither of them, it is certain. 
is anything like any automobile that will ever 
be seen upon a public highway. If the White 
racer technically is not an automobile, neither 
are the other two, even though they may con-

M’'NARY-HAUGEN AGAIN, 


The McNary-Haugen bill, which was vetoed 
just about a year ago by President Coolidge, 
has been launched once more by its pro- 
ponents. As the time of its rejection by the 
President as “uneconomic and unconstitu- 
tional”’ the backers of the measure feared to 
bring it to the test of a vote on the veto. 
Since then they have been tinkering with the 
bill and have brought it forth as the only 
answer to conflicting cries of the farm politi- 
cians for some form of relief. ‘‘We have 
attempted,’’ says Senator McNary, of Oregon, 
“to take care of all save one of the substantial 
Objections the President expressed to the old 
bill. But the main purpose remains; that is, 
taking care of the surplus over and above that 
needed for domestic consumption.” 

The one “substantial objection,” to which 
the joint author of the farm bill refers, is 
the equalization fee. It was the one feature 
of the former bill to which President Coolidge 
objected most strongly. Aside from all other 
objections, he expressed the opinion that it 
would be impossible of collection. On the 
theory of the equalization fee, the President 
said: 


This so-called equalization fee is not a 
tax for the purposes of revenue in the 
accepted sense. It is a tax for the special 
benefit of particular groups. As a dinect 
tax on certain of the vital necessaries of — 
life it represents the most vicious form of 
taxation. Its real effect is an employ-. 
ment of the coercive powers of Govern- 
ment to the end that certain special 
groups of farmers and processors may 
profit temporarily at the expense of other 
farmers and the community at large. : 


President Coolidge was no less emphatic as 
to the “main purpose,” which Senator McNary 


says is “taking care of the surplus:over and |

it says, as they always do 
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above that needed for domestic consumption.” 
Dealing specifically with that phase of the 


nostrum, the President said: 


-- Whatever may be the temporary influ- 
ence of arbitrary interference, no one can 
deny that in the long run prices will be 
governed by the law of supply and de- 
mand. To expect to increase prices and 
then to maintain them on a higher level 
by means of a plan which of necessity in- 
creases production, while decreasing con- 
sumption, is to fly in the face of economic 
law as well established as any law of 
nature. Experience shows that high 
prices in any given year mean greater 
acreage in the next year. 


In the face of the President’s known views, 
the changes that have been made in the 
McNary-Haugen bill as now offered dodge the 
issue. The main objections to the measure 
can, not be met. by giving the Chief Executive 
the power to name the farm board, as a sort 
of. sop to his vanity. Nor does the fact that 


application. of the equalization fee is made 


optional lessen the danger of such a fallacious 
theory. The inclusion of all agricultural 
products in the present draft, instead of the 
six commodities formerly favored, appears 
rather to be designed to catch votes than to 
meet the criticism on the ground of class 
legislation. 

The suspicion increases that this year, even 
more so than last, proponents of farm relief 
are not interested half as much in the success 
or failure of the legislation they advance as 
they are in currying favor with the farm vote 
by making what they know to be a useless 
gesture. 


AN UNEMPLOYMENT INQUIRY. 


Senator Wagner, of New York, has Intro- 
duced a resolution calling upon the Secretary 
of Labor to begin a survey of unemployment 
in the United States and to report to -the 
Senate on the situation, so that it may, frame, 
in the words of the senator, “appropriate 
legislation designed to meet it.”” Despite 
Senator Wagner’s denial, the resolution is 
looked upon in many quarters as constituting 
a challenge to the administration’s claim of 
general prosperity. It is pointed out that Gov, 
Smith is conducting an unemployment investi- 
gation in New York State. Democrats have 
been insisting, also, that unemployment is par- 
ticularly acute in New England, 

In many respects it would be a good thing 
to have regular records of unemployment 
throughout the country. But framing ‘‘appro- 
priate legislation designed to meet it’’ is 
another question. Unemployment can be 
lessened only through creating work. 

Senator Wagner presents impressive statis- 
tics to back up his statement that unemploy- 
ment is widespread. The index of factory 
employment throughout the country, he says, 
has dropped 15 per cent since 1923 and 5 per 
cent since 1926. Fully 62 per cent of the 
establishments reporting to the Government 
in October, 1927, were operating with reduced 
labor forces. 

Considerable interest in unemployment has 
arisen since the New York investigation was 
undertaken. Illinois reports, for instance, 
through its State department of labor, that 
employment in January, with the average for 
1922 taken as 100, was 96.4 as compared with 
98.6 for December and 105.1 for January, 
1927. The Philadelphia Federal Reserve Bank 
reported for January a falling off in employ- 
ment in Pennsylvania of 1.2 per cent, with a 
decline of 4.6 per cent in wages paid. The 
volume of employment is now 10 per cent 
below the tevel of January, 1927. Delaware 
also reported a drop of 1.1 per cent in em- 
ployment and 6.4 per cent in wages paid. 

These, of course, are only straws to show 
which way the wind is blowing. It might be 
of value to have more comprehensive statistics. 
Employment, however, fundamentally and en- 
tirely is dependent upon general prosperity 
and any attempt to alleviate it other than 
through increasing prosperity is at best a 
makeshift. It is doubtful if Congress could, 
or would, be able to devise legislation ‘‘de- 
signed to meet’”” unemployment in the event 
that it were found general. Therefore, one 
must conclude that Senator Wagner’s, interest 
in the matter is largely of a political nature. 


JIM REED TAKES THE TRAIL, 


A most significant step in the Democratic 
campaign is the announcement that Senator 
James A, Reed, of Missouri, intends to go to 
the country with a series of speeches which 
will be made in the middle and far West. 
It has become increasingly evident that the 
Missouri senator does not intend to be re- 
garded as the mere residuary legatee of Gov. 
Al Smith of New York. The Reed campaign 
has been under way for some weeks and now 
it is to be carried into what may be considered 
enemy country. 

The speaking dates announced for Senator 
Reed will carry him into States that have 
heretofore been considered inore friendly to 
Gov. Smith than any other possible Democratic 
candidate. It is even more important to learn 
that in the event the West gives a hearty 
response to the Reed tour the candidate ‘“‘may” 
invade Maryland and Pennsylvania, Entry 
into the latter States will, of course, be nothing 
less than a direct challenge to the Smith pre- 
convention campaign. 

The. Reed tour is sure to be spectacular. No 
one can deny the superb ability of the Missouri 
veteran as a speaker. He will inject fireworks 
into the preconvention struggle. It may be 
because of Mr. Reed’s announced activity that. 
Mayor Walker of New York has decided to 
combine business with pleasure on a trip to 
the Mardi Gras. Half a dozen speaking en- 
gagements have been booked for Mayor 
Walker on his way to and from New Orleans. 
Walker will do much to make friends for Gov. 
Smith wherever he goes. The fight between 
Smith and Reed may make Houston much 
more famous than it thinks it is now.

CLARK MILLS. 


Three of the most impressive statues 
in Washington, Jackson on horseback, 
Washington at Princeton and the 
figure of Freedom mounting the dome 
of the Capitol, were the work of Clark 
Mills, a shy, untutored sculptor, whose 
only lessons were those he gave him- 
self, observes the Kansas City Star. 

Mills, who was born 112 years ago, 
ran away from his uncle’s home in 
Onondaga County, New York, at 13 
years old, and it was not until seven 
years later that he began to think ol 
art. His first piece of sculpture was a 
bust of John Calhoun, carved after 
months of effort. Amused at the 
thought that his clumsy hands might 
produce anything great, he nevertheless 
exhibited the completed marble, and an 
art jury awarded him a gold medal. The 
amazed youth at once received portrait 
commissions from several celebrities. 

His first large order was for an 
equestrian statue of Andrew Jackson 
It was unveiled in 1853, on the thirty- 
eighth anniversary of the Battle of New 
Orleans. A vast crowd had gathered, 
Stephen Douglas, master of ceremonies. 
called upon Mills to speak. The young 
man, who never had spoken in public, 
could only point in silence at the 
veiled statue. His gesture was mistaken 
for a signal, and the veil was with- 
drawn, revealing the iron horse and 
rider for the first time. There was 
silence, then spontaneous, prolonged 
applause that eloquently presaged the 
fame and fortune attending the 
artist’s later efforts,

Few Stocks Fail-to Yield 
to Pressure. 


UTILITIES GAIN SLIGHTLY 


Special to The Washington Post. 
New York, Feb. 16.—Stocks were 
thrown on the market in large volume 


today and prices gave way rather freely \ 


until late in the session, when there 
was a moderately strong rally which 
cut down some of the early losses and 
carried a number of issues ahead far 


enough for them to finish in the plus 
column by a fair margin. A few of the 
old leaders, such as General Motors. 
United States Steel, American Can and 
General Electric, received good support 
during most of the session and held 
steady. In the case of many of the 
specialties, however, there was scarcely 
any support and they dropped easily. 

Pool operators appeared to be in- 
clined to throw in their holdings when- 
ever the opportunity was presented 
and placed buying orders only when 
offerings were small. The volume of 
sales for the day again was in the 
neighborhood of 2,000,000 shares, with 
the heaviest turnovers occurring in the 
morning session.

U.S. Pole Vaulters Owe Debt 
To Hoff, Barred by Norway 


Vaulting Viking, Who Raised Standard of 
Competition While in America, Encounters 
Olympic Ban at Home. 


By ALAN J. GOULD. 
«Associated Press Sports Editor.) 


EW YORK, Feb. 16 -(A.P.).—Char- 
ley Hoff, the smiling, slim young 
Viking who vaulted his way 

across the American continent two 
years in world’s record fashion, seems 
to have propelled himself right out of 
the amateur picture. 

The latest information from Norway, 
authentically labeled, is that the Nor- 
wegian athletic powers, in the most 
approved A. A. U. manner, have turned 
a deaf ear to all appeals for the rein- 
statement of Hoff and shut the door 
to his entry in the Olmypic games this 
year at Amsterdam. 

Hoff got into difficulties over his 
expense accounts and His vaulting en- 
gagements while out on the Pacific 
Coast in the spring of 1925 after a 
sensational transcontinental tour in 
which he exhibited a prowess with the 
pole that surpassed anything ever seen 
before in America. 


One of the most likeable ath- 
letic invaders ever to step on these 


shores, a bundle of wiry athletic 
energy, the vaulting Viking over- 
stepped the bounds of propriety 
laid down by the A. A. U. and his 
tour was cut short, Subsequently 
he straightened out his financial 
controversy with the American rul- 
ing body. 


Since he had been declared only 
temporarily ineligible and not actually 
professionalized, it, was thought Hoff 
might regain the good graces of his 
own athletic authorities but apparéntly 
they have taken an unrelenting stand. 

The final banishment of Hoff kills the 
prospect of a battle for vaulting su-

Would Make Federal and Dis- 


trict Employes Eligible in 
. Government Cases. 


CITY FISCAL RELATIONS 
-. ACTION TO BE SOUGHT 


Aid of Other Organizations 
Assured in Forming 
of Committees. 


The Senate bill proposing to make 
eligible for jury service District em- 
ployes in Federal cases and Federal 
employes in District cases, was ap- 
proved by the Citizens Advisory Coun- 
cll at a meeting last night in the Dis- 
trict Building. . 

The council took definite action to- 
ward obtaining at this session of Con- 
gress a settlement of the fiscal rela- 
tions controversy existing between the 
District and the Federal Government. 

On a motion made by Dr. George C. 
Havenner, the decision was reached 
that a committee of three should be 
appointed to try to persuade Congress 
to appoint a fiscal relations commis- 
sion. 

Cooperation Is Promised. 


TM was suggested that the committee 
work with like committees appointed 
by the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions and the Federation of Civic As- 
sociations. H. K. Bush-Brown, chair- 
man of the fiscal relations committee 
of the Federation of Citizens Assocla- 
tions, agreed to bring before that body 
the proposition of appointing such a 
committee, and Dr. George Richardson 
said he would bring the matter before 
the Federation of Civic Associations. 
The council came to the conclusion 
after discussing for half the evening a 
report relative to the appointment of 
& commission by Bush-Brown, repre- 
senting the federation. 

The discussion centered upon the 
question of whether the commission 
should be permanent or temporary, but 
it was decided to leave this matter with 
Congress. 


Kidnaping Bill Approved. 


The Senate bill prescribing a penalty 
for kidnaping and holding for ransom 
was approved. The pending child labor 
bul was approved, with the suggested 
amendment that the Board of Educa- 
tion be given a degree of discretion in 
betng permitted to issue permits on 
certain conditions. 

The two boxing bills pending before 
Congress which would establish ama- 
teur boxing in the District and appoint 
a commission to control it were dis- 
approved. The report on the bills was 
made by George Beason. 

The bill authorizing the acquirement 
of the Reno subdivision was disapproved 
in the adoption of an unfavorable re- 
port by Dr. Havenner. Dr. Havenner’s 
objections were that the bill was too in- 
definite as to the space for a reservoir, 
playgrounds, school sites, parks and 
the like, and that these matters should 
be handled through the regular budget 
channels. The new police regulation 
covering the sale and discharge of pyro- 
technics was approved. James G. Yaden 
presided.

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WATCHMAN SPARES THIET 
TO SAVE WINDOW GLASS 


Than Plate Store Front and 
Withholds Shot. 


Displaying a shrewd sense of values

glass window, Lawrence Green, colored 
night watchman of M. Phillpsborn &

“We always lock our watchmen in 
at night,” Manager Isaac Behrends said 
yesterday. “It is the safest way to pro- 
tect our stock.” 

The key ts taken to his home by the 
manager nightly while the watchman 
paces the alsleways of the store on the 
alert for burglars and fire. 

About dawn yesterday Green was 
startied by sounds at one of the front 
show windows. He crept toward the 
entrance and arrived in time to see 
a colored thief removing a quantity 
of stockings from one of the two show 
cases. He made for the door to cap- 
ture the man but halted when he 
realized that it was impossible for him 
to leave the place. 

Green reached for his revolver, car- 
ried in a holster at his side, and then 
he surveyed the broad expanse of the 
plate glass windows. He only vaguely 
surmised how much its replacement 
would cost and it also occurred to him 
that the stockings with whicn the thief 
was making off were marked $1.10 per 
pair. He retreated to the telephone 
and called the police. They arrived 
too late. The loot is valued at $50 
Manager Behrends said. 


Representative Michener cuvntended 
that Linebarger ought to be permitted 
to talk about the political aspect of 
the movement. Visibly angry, Dyer 
told Michener that if he felt he could 
do a better job at presiding, then he 
was welcome to the chair.

Paradise for “Lame Ducks.” 


Linebarger agreed with Representa- 
tive Hersey (Republican), of Maine, 
that the city also would become a para- 
dise for “kame ducks’’—defeated mem- 
bers of Congress. 

Grover W. Ayres, active among the 
oiganized citizens here, led the oppo- 
nents of the resolution. In his open- 
ing statement, he declared that the 
resolution was the most unnecessary, 
most impractical and most selfish ever 
offered to the American people. The 
propaganda 1i.: favor of it, he said, has 
been highly colored and distorted, as 
well as “artificially forced.” 

Ayres charged that when Jesse Suter 
and James G. Yaden indorsed the reso- 
lution in the name of the Federation 
of Citizens Associations they had no 
authority from the federation to do so. 


Boom for Jesse Suter. 


Frank B. Lord, a newspaper writer, 
suggested that a referendum be held 
before any action is taken on the reso- 
lution. He said he questioned whether 
the joint citizens committee, headed 
by Theodore W. Noyes, really repre- 
sented the wishes of a majority of the 
people here. The joint committee is 
leading the fight for national repre- 
sentation. A referendum, Lord said, 
would give the people a chance to ex- 
press themselves on the matter. In- 
cidentally, Lord launched a premature 
boom for Jesse Suter, declaring that he 
would make an excellent representative 
of the District in Congress. 

Rear Admiral W. L. Rodgers, presi- 
dent of the Dupont Citizens Associa- 
tion, declared that the present District 
government was entirely satisfactory. 
When a representative local govern- 
ment was installed here in 1871, he 
said, only 36,000 citizens out of a total 
of 135,000 turned out at the first clec- 
tion to vote for the delegate to Con- 
gress. Three years later, he said, when 
the population was much larger, only 
14,500 voted. He predicted that the 
same condition would prevail if the 
city should be given the vote now.

Shows Capital Has No 
Jobless Problem. 


WAS LOCKED UP IN SHOP! 4,652 MEN, 1,866 WOMEN 


Virtually every one in Washington 16 
working and there is no unemployment 
problem here, according to the Police 
Department. Following a survey that 
was supposed to include a house-to- 
house canvass by patrolmen, Maj. Ed- 
win B. Hesse, superintendent of police, 
yesterday announced that his men re- 
ported that of Washington’s half mil- 
lion population only 6,518 are out of 
work, 4,652 men and 1,866 women. Maj. 
Hesse did not express much confidence 
in the result of the survey. 

The investigation was undertaken at 
the request of the United States De- 
partment of Labor, which asked several 
cities to cooperate. Commanding offi- 
cers were asked to report for each pre-~ 
cinct as to the number of persons 
usually employed now out of work and 
looking for jobs. The number of un- 
employed reported by precincts was as 
follows: 

First Precinct, 71; Second, 1,468; 
Third, 275; Fourth, 129; Fifth, #73; 
Sixth, 414; Seventh, 397; Eighth, 920; 
Ninth, 871; Tenth, 467; Eleventh, 181; 
Twelfth, 200; Thirteenth, 165; Four 
teenth, 83; Harbor, 4. 

The commander of the Harbor Pre- 
cinct reported that he found four men 
out of work in his jurisdiction, but 
added: “There are no places of resi- 
dence in this precinct.”
